In July, 1964, November, 1864, and April, 
1865, the books and papers of the depart-

Gov. Brown employed no extra help. 

In December, 1865, Gov. Jenkins went 
into office, and employed an extra clerk for 
a month or two. But quickly discovering 
that the clerk was not needed, dispensed 
wih his services. Nay, more. we learn that 
after the House, in 1866, had voted him the 
extra elerk, Gov. Jenkins had bim stricken 
from the bill. ' 

Now let us look at Gov. Bullock’s course. 


He came into office pretty much as Gov. 


Jenkins did, baying to commission new 
officers, Instead of employing one extra 
clerk for several months at the small cost of 
$550, Gov. Bullock, daring the first fifteen 
months of his reign, with no more to do 
than Gov. Jenkins, spends $14,669 20 for 
extra clerk hire. We woold extend the 
comparison for eighteen months, but the 
Comptroller reports only the payment to 
Gov. Bullock's clerks up to about October 
1869.
